Boy Scouts 
and Parents 
Dine Tonight 


f Pertinent Comment i 
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Sentiment in favor of uniting the 
Chamber of Commerce and Civic as¬ 
sociation has had various waves of 
ebb and flow in past months. Just 
at present attention is focussed upon 
the question of the necessity of the 
Chamber of Commerce finding a new 
secretary to succeed to the place re¬ 
signed by Major C. S. Floyd. 

Each has its own field of work, 
although they overlap to some ex¬ 
tent. Furthermore, there is a cer¬ 
tain amount of energy required for 
the machinery of organization which 
involves a waste in operating both 
at less than full capacity. 

Each organization is valuable to 
the city, and has enough capable 
members to continue doing good 
work. But the two together have 
enough talent to make a world beat¬ 
er under proper leadership. Neither, 
at present, can be regarded as 
spokesman for the entire community. 
Sierra Madre ought to have an or¬ 
ganization which can be just that. 
Such an organization could work out 
and foster a community program for 
a long period ahead. There are de¬ 
velopment problems which must be 
met, not all at once, but within a 
not distant period. They should be 
worked out as part of a coherent 
program, on sound principles. 

Various little details crop up as 
obstacles in the minds of some peo¬ 
ple, such as the name, the fees and 
dues, the composition of the first of¬ 
ficial roster, eac. These need not be 
difficulties if the question is ap¬ 
proached in a proper spirit. 

The real question is that of lead¬ 
ership, meaning the man chosen as 
secretary. The Chamber of Com¬ 
merce directors have a long list of 
applications. It may be the right 
person is among them. It may be 
the talent is here among us. 

A suggestion with much to merit 
approval has put orward the name 
of Dennis Stovall as the logical man. 
It is repeated here for what it may 
be worth, entirely without his know¬ 
ledge or consent. Mr. Stovall is 
something of a community institu¬ 
tion himself. He has the respect 
and good will of all elements. He 
is already carrying a load of unre- 
munerated community work. Per¬ 
haps such an arrangement would 
further tie him to us without inter¬ 
fering with his personal business or 
further burdening him with gratui¬ 
tous activities. 


Next Sunday night a group of 
business men will discuss the bene¬ 
fits to be achieved from a finer spirit 
of cooperation and service between 
business folk and community folk. 
If people would only apply Chris¬ 
tian beliefs and principles in a larger 
and more consistent way in all com¬ 
munity relations the benefits would 
be instantly apparent and would 
mark a new’ era in social history. All 
are cordially invited to come next 
Sunday night and share in the dis¬ 
cussion of this fruitful sugject. 

Spending Half Million 

Last Sunday night's discussion of 
the best way to spend $500,000 along 
Christian principles for the good of 
Sierra Madre attracted a crowd 
which filled the house and aroused 
keenest interest. Mayor Mitchell 
represented the city, Mrs. Snell the 
Woman’s Club, Mr. Burbank the 
Civic Association and Mr. Stovall 
the Chamber of Commerce, and 
Lloyd Tarr the League of Youth. 

Mayor Mitchell started with the 
declaration that any expenditure 
which made for the general welfare, 
health, peace, and happiness of the 
people was a proper Christian use of 
money. Following this lead, the pro¬ 
posals of the various speakers took 
a wide field and the discussion was 
very stimulating. 

Among the projects suggested 
were enlargement of the park, de¬ 
velopment of a civic center, public 
auto park under proper supervision, 
lifting the debt on the Woman’s club 
as a community enterprise, an art 
gallery, a special book fund for the 
library to satisfy any reasonable 
need for students, public auditorium, 
hospitals anil a recreation center on 
the city land in the arroyo. Invest¬ 
ed funds for the support of various 
activities such as boys’ work, public 
health work, musical enterprises, 
etc., were proposed. 

Dr. Tate called attention to the 
fact that, although no one had yet 
offered to give the half million the 
discussion hail been a success in 
bringing out a number of things! 
which might be adopted as commun¬ 
ity ideals.

Works constructed during the last 
decade—after the disastrous floods 
which damaged Los Angeles county 
lands to the extent of $0,000,000 in 
(1914—had for a primary object the 
diversion of flood waters to the sea. 
But now, says Reagan: 

Conservation 

“The time has come to immediate¬ 
ly take up the conservation of these 
waters in regions where the present 
plan of running the water to the sea 
to protect ranches and farms should 
be discontinued as soon as possible.” 

Year by year the underground 
i supply of water in the county has 
I been diminishing, according to En- 
i gineer Reagan. Chief among the 
! reasons is the increase in the amount 
i of land put under cultivation 
and the amount of water used in 
the growing cities for domestic pur¬ 
poses. 

Showing the lowering of water 
levels in various sections of the 
county, Reagan says that when 
wells were first drilled in the San 
Dimas valley the water was within 
fifty feet of the surface, while drill¬ 
ers now have to go down 300 feet.

The western division of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce, a 
body thoroughly representative of 
business, agriculture and commerce 
in the west, at its recent meeting in 
San Francisco, took a decided stand 
on the tax question by adopting the 
following resolution:

“NAME THE MAN 


Big Dalton Reservoir 
A multipie arch dam, 140 feet in 
height, is planned for this section. It 
will impound 1250 acre feet of wa¬ 
ter. The storage capacity of this 
structure, according to Engineer 
Reagan, should completely remove 
the flood menace of the Big Dalton 
section from the mouth of its can¬ 
yon to the Baldwin Park district. 

Big Santa Anita Reservoir 
The proposed dam in this canyon 
will be one of reinforced concrete, 
250 feet high, and with an impound¬ 
ing capacity of 1500 acre feet. The 
drainage of this area totals 13 
square miles, and in flood times 
much damage is done in the vicinity 
of Arcadia and Monrovia. Construc¬ 
tion of this dam is expected to do 
much toward increasing the flow of 
wells in Arcadia, Monrovia, Sierra 
Madre, Santa Anita and Sunnyslope. 

Eaton Canyon Reservoir 
A 250-foot-high dam is proposed 
for this canyon, which has a drain¬ 
age area of about five square miles. 

Sheep Corral Reservoir 
(On Arroyo Seco in Pasaedan)— 
The site for this proposed reservoir 
would be placed in the Arroyo Seco 
about 2'i miles below the Devil’s 
Gate dam. It would take care of 
all the “runoff” water not now han¬ 
dled by the latter structure. (The 
building of this dam would offer a 
large park possibility, covering the 
entire area of the Arroyo Seco be- 
already contemplated by the Los An¬ 
geles and Linda Vista drive in Pas¬ 
adena.) 

Big Tujunga Reservoir 
This structure would be on the site 
(On Arroyo Seco in Pasadena)— 
geles Water department—a project 
which has not materialized. The 
area of the Big Tujunga and its 
tributary streams above this site is 
112 miles and has a heavy runoff of 
water. 

I’acoima Reservoir 

This reservoir will remove the 
flood menace from the city of Van 
Nuvs. as also from the "Pacoima

years the water beiow Gardena val¬ 
ley dropped twenty-one feet, while 
in Inglewood the decrease was sixty 
feet. 

The complete plan embraces the 
construction of 11 large reservoirs 
in the San Gabriel valley and other 
subsidiary works. 

The aggregate impounding capac- 
iey of the proposed reservoirs is 
301,000 acre feet, and “they should 
handle and control twice that 
amount,” the report adds. The prin¬ 
ciple in all of them, says Reagan in 
his recapitulation, is that they are 
to regulate and store and release for 
dissipation below them as the waters 
come to them. By this method, it is 
believed that the much needed water 
will not be wasted in the sea or dis¬ 
sipated beiow the subterranean grav¬ 
el beds where it is usually stored. 

“The amount of money required 
for this building program is but a 
little more than one-half of one per 
cent of the actual property value of 
Los Angeles county,” Reagan de-
